In the Colorado Street Bridge, a stately structure with substantial supports and graceful arches, which spans 
the Arr^o Seco at the western entrance to the city, the people feel a sense of pardonable pride. Beautiful 
when viewed from any angle, the structure is more fascinating when glimpsed from below. The symmetry of 
its outline, the graceful countour of its arches are doubly enhanced when the bridge is flood lighted. The 
structure is 1467 feet in length and 160 feet above the arroyo bottom at its highest span. Originally planned to 
cross in a straight line it became necessary, in order to find solid foundation, to build the bridge on a curve.

In a 
semi-tropical country where vegetation is luxuriant one finds innumerable spots such as the one pictured above. 
One travels through a never-ending vista of trees and mountains and gorgeous sunsets in endless procession. 
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The Forty-Second Annual Tournament of Roses 


EVEALING in floral pageantry the glory of a 
land of sunshine, fruit and flowers, the forty- 
second annual Tournament of Roses in Pasa¬ 
dena on January 1, 1931, presented a spectacle 
so inspiring, so wonderfully beautiful that the theme, 
“Dreams in Flowers,” carried with it in the gorgeous 
floats which passed through the banks of humanity 
lining the streets of Pasadena, the suggestion of a 
fairyland so entrancing that the hundreds of thousands 
of persons who witnessed the spectacle stood trans¬ 
fixed by the beauty and sublimity of it. 

The blare of a score of bands filled the air with 
music and magnificent, blooded horses pranced their 
regal way between admiring throngs. Roses by the 
thousands, countless violets, and lavender and pink 
sweet peas filled the air with a rich perfume. Floats 
massed in pink and white carnations, chrysanthemums 
and narcissus carried beautiful maidens who smiled 
a cheerful greeting and tossed flowers to right and left. 

It was a day of surpassing grandeur with digni¬ 
taries from state and nation present, with an enthus¬ 
iastic people wearing summer clothes and enjoying, 
on New Year’s Day, a feast of flowers. It was like 
fairyland and when the bugle announced the start of 
the rose pageant close to a million people had as¬ 
sembled to witness what proved to be one of the most 
spectacular and beautiful parades in the history of the 
great annual rose pageant which is California’s 
flowery greeting to the New Year. 

The city of Glendale float, which took sweepstakes 
prize, depicted the ancient Olympic stadium and 


games at Athens during the period from 776 B. C. to 
293 A. D., and was significant of the Olympiad which 
will be held in Southern California in 1932. At the 
rear of the float rose the propylaeum with stately 
columns, flanked by grass and cypress trees. Two 
spectators, clad in colorful robes, sat in Grecian 
chairs. Directly in front of the propylaeum were the 
track and field, the field a carpet of pansies and the 
dark line of the track bordered by a path of white 
candytuft which encircled the field. Two figures sym¬ 
bolized the poetry of motion; a discus thrower poised 
for a moment before his mighty effort, and a vic¬ 
torious runner breasting the tape of roses and smilax. 

On either side, a cross section of seats sloped to a 
circular bed of roses, representing the remaining seats. 
Here, too, were the flags of the eight countries in 
which the modern Olympic games have been held. 
The American flag waved over the field. 

The propylaeum was of white carnations, the ceil¬ 
ing of blue delphinium, the cornice yellow Pernet 
roses and the floor sweet peas. The track was of dark 
pom poms. One chair was of yellow roses and the 
other of violets. The seats were of red, pink, peachy 
copper, yellow and white roses, spring flowers and 
maidenhair fern. The skirt of the float was of ane¬ 
mones and sweet peas on a background of brake and 
plumosis fern. The name “Glendale” was in pink 
carnations. 

Three trumpeters preceded the float, heralding its 
approach. They were followed by two flower decked 
chariots drawn by four white and four black horses. 
The float was 52 feet long and 20 feet wide. 




Sheltered by a beautiful floral canopy, gracefully arched, the Los Angeles County Board of Supervisors* car 
was one of the most charming in the pageant. At the front of the car were huge vases of chrysanthemum^. 














^When Ships Come In** was the title of the float enUred by the Pasadena Chamber of Commerce, It was a 
graceful flower sail boat heading toward a quay. The Pasadena Junior Chamber of Commerce had a great 
floral golf ball with two golf clubs crossed behind it, portraying the $4000 open golf tournament it sponsors. 


















Inglewood had as its float a gigantic floral airplane with revolving propeller. It was entitled ^^The Spirit of 
Inglewood,’^ and was indicative of the progress of the community. Romance stimulated the lovely entry made 
by Anaheim entitled Child*s Dream.** It was a castle with a lovely princess and her prince charmings 












Gracefully gliding along, Pasadena’s United Service Club float was a stately white swan constructed of myriads of white carnations, drawing a dream bargi 
of three hundred thousand blossoms. Pink briar roses, orchid, pink and white sweet peas and white carnations completely covered the lovely float. 
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Representing Washington State College and its football team, the Pasadena Municipal Light Department 
entered a float surmounted by a huge football of red carnations. On the float rode four young college 
women clad in red sports outfits, Pomona’s entry represented ^^The Ladder of Success,” 







Emblematic of the ^^Crimson Tide’^ rolling westward to the sea, the Pasadena Water Department entered a float 
for the University of Alabama. Representing achievement, the City Park Department entered a float with 
revolving wings bearing names of Drs. R. A. Millikan, Geo. Ellery Hale, Albert Einstein and A. A. Michelson. 














Floats entered by the Pasadena city schools carried the message of international peace by means of a gorgeous 
floral dove of peace at whose feet sat little girls attired in costumes of various nations of the earth. A beauti¬ 
ful floral mill from which rose clouds of steam showing activity within, depicted modern industrial progress. 















Spring Dreams^’ was the title of the lovely float entered by the Pasadena Elks Lodge, It was a mass of 
blooms and atop four pedestals were charming maidens in summery dresses holding parasols. The third 
entry of the Pasadena city schools was called ^'Fisherman s Dream” and had on it luscious looking floral trout.

Its 
spirit was one of youthful joyousness, a young girl rocking in a smilax swing lending charm to the picture,. 
The foothill city of Monrovia, representative of the spirit of music, was a great floral harp.

A large floral globe of the earth with the rising sun arching over it and showing the major forms of trans- 
portation, airplane^ steamship^ automobile and locomotive, comprised the beautiful float of Los Angeles, 
Dreams of Alhambra^’ carried with it the atmosphere of the lovely place whence the name originated. 
















Glendale, winner of the sweepstakes, entered a float depicting the glory of ancient Greece, The Olympic stadium at Athens with stately columned propy- 

Imeum at the rear, wets reconstructed with thousands of pemsies, roses, sweet peas, delphinium and chrysanthemums set upon a background of ferns. 
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Four large horns of plenty spilled fruits and flowers over the Pasadena Clearing House Association float. 
Wonders of modern communication methods were symbolized by the Southern California Telephone Company 
floaty which revealed fair residents of four wid^ely separated countries, all conversing by telephone.

San Marino, home of the Huntington Library and Art Gallery, had its municipal seal as the chief feature of 
floral beauty, ''Pinky’’ and the "Blue Boy,” two famous pictures in the gallery, were re-created by young 
people of the city. The float of the State of Washington was colonial in motif, a coach of olden days. 
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Decorated with masses of roses shading from pink to a deep rose, Arcadia s entry was a formal garden ap- 
propriately called the ''Rose Court"' It was occupied by a rose queen and her attendants. The Shakespeare 
Club of Pasadena had for its en'ry '^Mid-Summer Night's Dream" by the Bard of Avon.

Drawn by three white horses, 
the entry of Hotel Raymond was a horn of plenty with golden money pouring out.

I IN C E earliest boyhood days when he took 
flowers from his mother’s garden to use in 
decorating floats for the Pasadena public 
schools which he attended, C. Hal Reynolds, 
president of the Pasadena Tournament of Roses Asso¬ 
ciation for the past two years, has taken an intense 
interest in this world renowned mid¬ 
winter floral pageant. 

When he grew to manhood, he was 
asked to assume the chairmanship of 
the parade committee. He carried on 
this work for six years. In recognition 
of his fine civic spirit, his inspiration, 
enthusiasm and untiring efforts for the 
interest of the organization, Mr. Rey¬ 
nolds was elected to the highest and 
most honorable position available in a civic institu¬ 
tion in the California southland. 

Again last year he was unanimously re-elected.

Color harmony of unusual exquisiteness was em¬ 
bodied in the float of the Pasadena Merchan s Associa¬ 
tion which was a huge floral crown suggestive of Pasa¬ 
dena which is known as the Crown City. Spring blos¬ 
soms in pastel shades, including roses and delphinium 
were used in its creation. 


AN JUAN CAPISTRANO, one of the oldest and 
most picturesque of the California missions, 
founded by Fra Junipera Serra, is the cover de¬ 
sign of this Tournament of Roses edition of the 
Pasadena Post. It is reproduced from a painting by 
Arthur Rider and is used by courtesy of the Stendahl 
Art Galleries, Ambassador Hotel, Los Angeles. In 
this painting Mr. Rider has suggested all the his¬ 
toric days of the dons and at the same time feelingly 
depicted renewal and perpetuation of life under the 
benign influence of the California sun in the very 
colorful tapestry of flowers. For years Mr. Rider was 
one of the pillars of the Chicago colony of painters. 
About a year ago he yielded to the persuasive persist¬ 
ence of William Wendt, great California landscape 
artist: Armin Hansen, who immortalizes Monterey 
fisher-folk in paint; Joseph Kleitsch, the Hungarian 
artist, and Nicolai Ritschel, marine painter, and came 
to California.

Alabama Defeats Washington State, 24 to 0

URLING forward passes through a threatening 
sky spelled victory for the Crimson Tide of the 
University of Alabama over the Cougars of the 
Washington State College in the 1931 New 
Year’s Day classic on the greensward of the historic 
Pasadena Rose Bowl. The score 
was Alabama 24, Wash. State 0. 

Six all-Americans fought for 
the most cherished victory in 
American football while 70,000 
excited fans witnessed a football 
game where power nullified, 
sought expression in the air. 

The Cougars threatened to sweep 
the Crimson Tide off its feet in the 
opening quarter but the wind was 
soon taken out of their sails when 
Campbell, Alabama quarterback, 
threw a long pass to Moore, Crim¬ 
son end, for a gain of 62 yards 
and a touchdown in the second 
quarter. 

Alabama reached its scoring peak in the second 
quarter and shortly after the first score the Tide

HEN interest in chariot races, which had been the great afternoon sport for the Tournament of Roses, 
began to wane, attention was directed to football. The late A. J. Bertonneau, who had been a member 
of the board of directors of the Tournament of Roses Association, suggested a post-season football 
contest between the best team which had developed in the East and the outstanding team in the West. 
That was in 1916, and Washington State played Brown, the western team winning by a score of 14 to 0. 
It was a great football contest, but the advance sale of tickets was not suflScient to pay the cost of the contest. 
The sale of seats at Tournament Park was very light and the Tournament of Roses faced the heaviest financial 
deficit in its history. However, the following year the receipts were sufficient to pay the deficit for the pre¬ 
vious year, and since that time receipts from the football game have amply paid the expenses of the Tourna¬ 
ment of Roses Association. 




It is also a remarkable fact that some nine years before the Washington State-Brown game, a football 
game between the University of Michigan and the University of California was played as a feature of the 
Tournament of Roses sports program. Football, evidently, had not the appeal which it possesses today, for 
the following year the Tournament of Roses went back to the chariot races. 

Blooded horses from the stables of E. J. (Lucky) Baldwin were used in the chariot races, and for a 
considerable period the chariots were driven by amateur sportsmen. However, with inexperienced drivers, 
the element of danger became so great it was decided to engage professional drivers. With the introduc- 
duction, however, of professional drivers interest in this sport 
decreased and the Tournament of Roses Association was faced 
with the problem of its afternoon festival of sports. It was then 
that Mr. Bertonneau’s suggestion that the East-West post-season 
football contest was advanced. It met with approval and arrange¬ 
ments were made to hold the contest at Tournament Park, where 
the chariot races had been held. Since that year the post-season 

football game has become 
an institution and the great 
Rose Bowl was erected in 
the Arroyo Seco so that ad¬ 
ditional thousands who de¬

sired to see the game 
be accommodated. 

This year the capacity of 
the Rose Bowl is in excess of 
85,000. It is built entirely of 
concrete and is probably one 
of the finest stadiums in the 
country. During the past 
year it has been enlarged, 
new seats have been con¬ 
structed and the turf field 
improved. Night football is 
also possible because the 
stadium was the first on the 
Pacific Coast to be equipped 
with illumination for it.

ROWING marked devotion and enthusiasm, striving each year to 
maintain and even increase the high standard which has been set 
for the annual Tournament of Roses, giving willingly and cheer¬ 
fully of their time and ability, the board of directors of the Tourna¬ 
ment of Roses Association, chosen from the ranks of the leading business 
and professional men of Pasadena, carry this project through to comple¬ 
tion with an energy and faithfulness which merely reflects the spirit of 
civic duty which actuates men of this character. 

From the time when forty-two years ago the Tournament of Roses had 
its colorful beginning through the activity of the members of the Valley 
Hunt Club, when the morning hours were devoted to a pageant of roses 
and the afternoon to sports, the leading men of Pasadena have handled the 
great festival and brought it to its present perfection. 

The president of the Tournament of Roses, C. Hal Reynolds, recalls 
the fact that as a boy, going to the Pasadena public schools, he enthusi¬ 
astically decorated the school floats which were entered in the pageant. 
Today as president of the organization he is surrounded by a directorate 
which, too, looks back over years of earnest work in behalf of the great 
celebration which is held annually on New Year’s Day at a time when the 
East is under a blanket of snow and ice and the gorgeous California 
climate stands out boldly by comparison. 

Because of men who unselfishly give their time and ability to the rose 
pageant, the success of the undertaking each year is assured. The idea of 
the festival originated with Charles Francis Holder, a traveler and writer, 
and each year has increased in interest and grandeur. Hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of persons from all parts of the world assemble in Pasadena on Jan¬ 
uary 1. The new year is ushered in with a floral setting so beautiful that 
it rivals stories of fairyland. 

In the early days of the rose pageant horse drawn vehicles constituted 
the major portion of the parade. Carriages, surreys and buggies were 
elaborately decorated with flowers and later the school children entered 
floats which attracted great attention and required many hours of prepa¬ 
ration to beautify. From this developed elaborate floats which are entered 
in the Tournament of Roses by municipalities and which are fairly bur¬ 
dened with thousands upon thousands of the choicest flowers. 

In all the history of the rose pageant it has been an inviolate rule that 
none but real flowers should be used in the decoration and so when this 
royal pageant moves through the streets of Pasadena, not an artificial 
flower is carried on any float. 

Commercialism is also banned and as a result the great pageant as¬ 
sumes a unique place in this age of intensive advertising. It is truly a 
pageant of roses maintained at a high standard and presenting a picture 
of California’s incomparable winter climate which is recognized around 
the world.

INCE the organization of the Women’s Division of the Pasadena 
Tournament of Roses five years ago, the New Year’s Day mid¬ 
winter floral pageant in Pasadena has been built around a theme, 
affording each entrant the possibility of designing a float of rare 
beauty and artistry. “Dreams in Flowers” was the theme for the 1931 
Tournament of Roses. 

Themes are chosen by means of a contest carried on among the school 
children of the California Southland annually, and the prize winning 
theme is the one which dominates the next New Year’s Day pageant of 
flowers. Originality, unusual ability and genuine pride are revealed by 
the youngsters in these contests. 

With Mrs. Frederick J. Mills, prominent Pasadena club woman and 
civic leader, as chairman, the Women’s Division has proved to be of the 
utmost value in assisting the Tournament of Roses officials in creating 
surpassingly beautiful parades, stimulated by its enthusiasm. All members 
comprising this group are official representatives of city governments, and 
chambers of commerce of communities adjacent to Pasadena. All of the 
women are well known in the social, home and club life of the com¬ 
munities they represent. 

The women are particularly interested in doing those nice little things 
that only mothers know how to do, for the boys of the football teams 
who play the East-West gridiron classic in the Rose Bowl each New Year’s 
Day following the Tournament of Roses parade. 

With always the thought of t h e Tournament uppermost in their 
minds, members of the Women’s Division hold two or three meetings a 
year at which time plans for the forthcoming world renowned parade are 
furthered and discussed. The women have proved to be a dominating 
factor in carrying out ideas for the tournament each year since they 
grouped themselves together and this year their theme resulted in un¬ 
usually spectacular floats. 
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ICTURESQUE homes, framed in mag¬ 
nificent shade trees, possessing a charm 
which is accentuated by the wealth of 
sunshine and flowers which is always in 
evidence, have helped to make Pasadena a city 
of surpassing beauty. Palms and other semi- 
tropical vegetation, peppers and camphor trees, 
magnolia and roses are upon every side. Even 
the humblest homes are covered with a wealth 
of roses and wide-spreading lawns retain their 
luxuriousness throughout the twelve months of 
the year.

PONSORED by the United Service clubs of Pasadena, the third annual Tournament of Roses trophy 
dinner will be held the evening of January 15 in the spacious new banquet hall of the Hotel Vista Del 
Arroyo. At that time official representatives of the communities, civic organizations and clubs awarded 
prizes in the 1931 midwinter floral pageant in Pasadena will be presented the handsome trophies. 
Arrangements have been made for an elaborate program, which will include messages of good-will and 
friendliness from those presented with trophies. Dinner will be served at long tables, which will have for
